Noe-30, 
W-240, Salmon 1-A, R.4. A deep silver-gray representative with 
pleasing sharpness, especially on the tree. The reverse centering 
is nearly ideal. The obverse appears moderately off center toward 
7:30, due to requisite mint clips that leave N MAS tight against the 
edge. The base of the trunk is slightly raised, and an indistinct area 
beneath the 2 displays thin marks. Listed on page 38 of the 2016

3002 1662 Oak Tree Twopence, Small 2, MS63 NGC. CAC. Noe- 

29, W-240, Salmon 1-A, R.4. 11.9 gn. The plate coin in Noe’s 
ANS standard reference The Oak Tree Coinage of Massachusetts. 
It was also a plate coin in Carl Wurtzbach’s 1937 publication, a 
“limited edition leather bound set of black and white photographic 
plates of his collection,” as described in the Ford catalog, Part XII. 
The tail on the 2 in the date is a stub, diagnostic for Noe-29. All 
Oak Tree twopence were coined from the same die pair. Noe-29, 

30, and 31 are identified by die breaks on the 2, which is small 
and distant from 166. The 2 was then re-engraved on the die, 
larger and closer, to make the Noe-32, 33, and 34 varieties. This 
well-preserved gunmetal-gray example has a fully struck tree, date, 
and denomination. All letters are completely present, despite 
moderate obverse misalignment toward 7 o’clock. Listed on page 38 
of the 2016 Guide Book.

3003 1652 Oak Tree Shilling, AN DO, MS64 NGC. Noe-3, W-450, 
Salmon 1-C, R.6. 72.2 gn. The present lot was the finest among the 
three examples of the rare Noe-3 variety from the Ford Collection. 
An impressive oval-shaped example that displays AN DO instead 
of the usual AN DOM, this Oak Tree shilling is toned medium 
sea-green and caramel-gold with shimmering luster and pleasing 
surfaces. The tree, date, and denomination are bold, as are most of 
the peripheral letters. DO is weak due to the die state, and a planchet 
wave near the edge causes softness on HV. The obverse is slightly 
misaligned toward 12 o’clock with the tops of MAS AT incomplete. 
The reverse is moderately misaligned toward 3:30, affecting 
portions of WEN. Listed on page 39 of the 2016 Guide Book.

3004 1652 Oak Tree Shilling, IN at Bottom, AU53 NGC. CAC. Noe- 
13.3, W-520, Salmon 10-G, R.6. 70.9 gn. IN at Bottom. Along 
with Noe-13.6, this is one of the two intermediate die states of Noe- 
13. Both were first detailed in 1959 by Eric P. Newman. Die buckling 
on the central obverse distinguishes Noe-13.3 from Noe-13. The 
lack of “spines” on the tree, and the shape of the first and second 
S, separate Noe-13.3 from Noe-13.6. The present chocolate-brown 
Noe-13.3 shilling has full legends, although NEW and the final S 
are lightly impressed. No marks are remotely consequential. Minor 
granularity on the central reverse is as made from die erosion. The 
eye appeal is excellent, and obtaining a finer example would prove 
to be a Herculean task.

3005 1652 Pine Tree Shilling, Large Planchet, Reversed N, MS65 
NGC. Noe-4, W-720, Salmon 4-D, R.4. 72.6 gn. No Pellets at 
Trunk. Reversed N in IN. First N reversed in ENGLAND. Noted 
in the Ford catalog as “on a par for technical grade with both 
Uncirculated Hain coins (ex: Roper and ex: Norweb) and far 
nicer than Picker’s. ... The top of the reverse seems scraped but 
this is actually a result of the piece going through the roller dies, 
elongating the letters in AND and the dots in the outer beaded 
border above them. Struck from the broken state of the reverse 
with die breaks forming in the left reverse field.” The field break 
somewhat resembles a narrow cauldron with flames flickering from 
the top. The break lacks the unified upper “tail” found on the late 
die state Noe-4.5. The “stretching” of upper obverse or reverse 
design elements is encountered fairly often on Large Planchet Pine 
Tree shillings, and helps make each piece unique, along with other 
characteristics such as the irregular diameters and degree of “S” 
shaped wave. 

The present Gem is a magnificent example. The walnut-brown, 
dove-gray, and jade-green surfaces shimmer with luster and are 
devoid of remotely mentionable detractions. The centers retain the 
central horizontal wave characteristic of rocker press emission. The 
strike is crisp across all design elements, although portions of MAS 
and the N and W in NEW lack their tops due to a Boston Mint 
straight clip. Among the finest Noe-4 shillings, and a desirable 
contribution to either a variety or type set of Massachusetts silver.

3006 1779 Rhode Island Ship Token, No Wreath, Pewter, XF45 
NGC. Betts-562, W-1735, High R.7. The Rhode Island Ship 
tokens were British propaganda medals intended to convince the 
Dutch to stay out of the Revolutionary War. The design extols 
the British victory in the 1778 Battle of Rhode Island. The first 
medals struck (Betts-561) included the legend VLUGTENDE, a 
misspelling of the Dutch word (vluchtende) for fleeing, but since 
that could be interpreted that the Redcoats fled instead of the 
Yanks, the offending word was scraped by hand from the struck 
medals (Betts-562). Later, the obverse die was modified, replacing 
VLUGTENDE with a wreath (Betts-563). The supermajority of 
Betts-562 medals were struck in brass or copper. Pewter survivors 
are very rare, and the present lot is the sole example certified at 
NGC (1/16). The silver-gray surfaces display moderate wear and 
a few unobtrusive thin reverse field marks between the upper left 
ships. Some peripheral obverse spotting is noted near DE, van, and 
HOWE. Listed on page 50 of the 2016 Guide Book. PCGS# 586 

1776 Continental Dollar, Pewter

Newman 1-C, W-8445, 
R.3. Those in search of an entry-level Continental dollar need 
look no further. The cream-gray surfaces are slightly wavy, and a 
thin, dull horizontal scratch passes through the E in CURENCY. 
But there is no evidence of corrosion and no other relevant marks. 
Many letters in the obverse legends are apparent, as are most of the 
letters in AMERICAN CONGRESS and WE ARE ONE. NGC

quite popular for type purposes. In 1948, a hoard of 726 pieces was 
still intact in the Bank of New York. This pleasing surfaces of this 
attractive Choice example show a mix of olive-brown and original 
red patina, with well-detailed design elements and just a touch of 
granularity on the lower obverse. Listed on page 87 of the 2016

Coined in New Haven, Connecticut, the Fugio coppers were the 
first coins issued by authority of the United States. This remarkable 
Gem offers smooth chocolate-brown surfaces with a few hints 
of original red and just a touch of granularity at the lower left 
peripheries. The design elements are sharply impressed and some 
interesting clash marks show on the obverse. Listed on page 87 of 
the 2016 Guide Book. Population: 7 in 65 Red and Brown, 0 finer

W-1760, Sole Dies for Denomination 



3010 1783 Chalmers Threepence AU50 PCGS. CAC. Breen-1018, 
W-1760, R.5. Ex: Newman. 10.8 grains, 94% silver, 5% copper, 
per NGC metallurgical tests. In 1783, John Chalmers of Annapolis 
issued silver threepence, sixpence, and shillings to reduce the extent 
of clipped and worn-out Spanish-American silver in circulation. 
The threepence are rarer than the Long and Short Worm shillings 
that typically represent the maker in Early American type sets. This 
example has splendid pewter-gray fields and silver-white devices. 
The strike is moderately off center toward 1:30 but the legends are 
complete. Listed on page 51 of the 2016 Guide Book.

3011 1793 C-l, B-l, High R.3, VF25 NGC. CAC. Both Roger Cohen 
and Walter Breen assigned variety number one to this die marriage, 
correctly identifying it as the first of four 1793 half cent varieties 
coined at the Philadelphia Mint. Many type collectors seek only 
first year of issue coins, and it is important, wherever possible, for 
those collectors to also seek the first variety of the first year. In this 
case, it is also the first variety of the denomination. 

This lovely two-tone specimen exhibits light tan devices with 
deeper steel-brown field toning. The surfaces are pleasing with no 
marks of consequence.

3012 1795 Plain Edge, No Pole, Thin Planchet, C-6a, B-6c, R.2, 
MS64 Brown NGC. An outstanding Choice Liberty Cap type 
coin. The chocolate-brown fields and high points are uncommonly 
void of imperfections. Faded mint red outlines design elements. The 
strike is consistent aside from softness on the dentils near the date 
and STATES OF. Struck over a rolled-out Talbot, Allum & Lee 
token, as were most Cohen-6 half cents. Traces of the undertype, 
including the ship and rigging, are evident across the upper reverse, 
and portions of the LIB in LIBERTY from the token are apparent 
near 9 o’clock on the obverse.

PCGS. Breen Die State I, with no clash marks and a faint ridge 
from O in ONE to T in CENT. Three separate subvarieties of 
the 1793 Wreath cent were struck using the same obverse and 
reverse dies, with different edge treatments (S- 11a, S-lib, and 
S-llc). The S-llc edge reads ONE HUNDRED FOR A DOLLAR, 
with a single leaf cluster after DOLLAR. This edge lettering was 
continued on the Liberty Cap series. Students of the series believe 
these were the last Wreath cents struck, in early July of 1793. 

This attractive XF specimen offers smooth olive-brown surfaces 
on a slightly oblong planchet, with strongly impressed design 
elements that show just a touch of wear on the high points of the 
hair and back of the temple. Some minor rim dents show on the 
edge. The overall presentation is most appealing. Our EAC grade 
VF30.

Breen Die 
State IV, with a thin die crack in the lower “trench” from the lips to 
the rim. The famous “Button on Cap” variety. This pleasing Choice 
XF specimen offers lightly abraded chocolate-brown surfaces that 
show a few areas of granularity on the reverse. The design elements 
exhibit only light wear, but show some shallow detail, due to 
lapping.

3015 1794 Head of 1795, S-67, B-59, R.3, MS64+ Brown PCGS. 

Breen’s Die State III, multiple clash marks appear on the obverse, 
with a faint die crack across the tops of the RTY in LIBERTY. Faint 
clash marks are also noted on the reverse. 

This piece represents the “Head of 1795” or “Gardner’s First 
Head,” the latter Breen’s usage. He attributed the design to 
assistant Mint engraver John Smith Gardner. Sheldon’s varieties 
67 through 72 are considered Head of 1795 varieties. For Guide 
Book collectors, variety 67 is the most plentiful in high grades, 
although the Noyes Census only lists 20 examples in AU or better 
for the six Sheldon numbers, combined. 

On this well-preserved piece, recorded as sixth finest in the 
Noyes Census, both the chips out of the hair and the diagnostic 
die clashes before the profile are clearly visible. Del Bland grades 
this specimen AU50, and it appears with three others in a fifth 
place tie at 17941argecents.com. Lustrous surfaces are medium- 
brown with considerable violet overtones and the faintest hints 
of cinnamon-orange at the right obverse and reverse.

D. Consequently, the 1916-D is not difficult to locate in circulated 
grades today, and even lower Mint State specimens are found with 
a little patience, but coins with full, original red color are quite 
elusive. Although a new master die was introduced during the year, 
improving the striking characteristics of some examples, David 
Lange notes that the coins with original color are usually seen with 
weaker strikes. For some reason, the coins with sharp details are 
usually found with brown surfaces. 

The present coin is a happy exception to the rule. Shimmering 
original orange-copper surfaces provide this exceptional Superb 
Gem cent with exceptional visual appeal. The design elements 
exhibit sharp definition in most areas, with only a touch of softness 
on the AM in AMERICA. The few marks present on this example 
are minuscule and hard to detect, even with a loupe. The reverse 
reveals a couple of attractive splashes of bluish-green color. Very 
few hints of carbon are present, all pinpoint in size. This coin is tied 
with one other specimen for finest certified at PCGS, while NGC 
has graded no Red examples finer than MS66 (12/15). A delightful 
example, with unsurpassed visual appeal and the highest available 
technical quality, this piece will make a wonderful addition to an 
advanced collection or Registry Set.

The sale of off-metal error 1943 bronze and 1944 steel cents in 
our recently concluded FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2016) was definitely one for the record books. The present cataloger (GH) had several of his 
own bundles of Thanksgiving joy getting to describe and write about so many monumental coins, the creme de la creme of the Lincoln cent series 
and true Lincoln cent “error coin royalty,” in the memorable words of NGC’s David Lange. 

Whether we like it or not, change is an inevitable part of life. Even an advanced collector like Bob Simpson eventually turns his eyes in new 
directions. Collectors for years have been privileged to admire (or envy, or attempt to emulate, or drool over) his complete PCGS Registry Set of 
Lincoln Cents Off-Metal Strikes, Circulation Strikes (1943-1944) — each coin, incredibly, in Mint State — which was ranked #1 (of course) for 
five straight years by PCGS and has been inducted into the PCGS Hall of Fame. 

Bob Simpson offered half of this top-grade set — the steel cents, as mentioned — in our January 2016 FUN Signature in the form of a 1944 
Philadelphia steel cent, MS64 PCGS (offered at $146,875); a 1944'D steel cent, MS62 PCGS (brought $54,050); and a remarkable 1944'S steel 
cent, MS66 PCGS, the finest “steelie” certified from any mint (offered at $323,125). As we go to press with this catalog, some of those coins have 
sold and some are on offer at their reserve prices plus buyers premium. 

To the best of our knowledge, however, Simpson retains for the time being his complete 1943 set of Mint State bronze or “copper” cents, 
including a 1943 Philadelphia, MS62 Brown PCGS; 1943-D MS64 Brown PCGS; and 1943-S MS62 Brown PCGS. 

The present 1943-S bronze cent from the Simpson Collection falls under the category of “duplicate,” although it is in all other respects a fine 
coin — nay, an extraordinary coin, the second-finest certified 1943-S bronze cent at either service — that would form the centerpiece of virtually 
any set in which it resides. 

Another Simpson “duplicate” (such an ugly word for such fantastic coins), his 1943 Philadelphia bronze cent, AU58 PCGS Secure-CAC, 
brought $305,500 in our January FUN Signature. The FUN January 2016 and Long Beach February 2016 Signature auctions at Heritage will 
undoubtedly remain among the most memorable offerings of off-metal Lincoln cents in modern numismatic history. 

Some Context Around the Bob Simpson Collection 

It is likely the last numismatic understatement of the year 2015 we will make to write that Bob Simpson owns some simply amazing, staggering 
coins. The entire numismatic world owes him a tremendous debt of gratitude for keeping his sets open/published so that collectors of all stripes and 
situations can admire those wonderful coins. 

To examine the various Bob Simpson Registry Sets, either active or retired, visible at PCGS is to enter a numismatic Shangri-La, to enter a 
world full of miraculous coins that simply shouldn’t exist — but do, each one of them in incredible TrueView images. This is a world including 
(currently) 60% of all the Judd patterns, a complete set of all four gold Stellas of 1879-80 (and most of the pattern Stellas), complete sets of 20th 
century gold circulation strikes, complete Barber proofs (all three denominations), four of the 10 most famous United States “ultra rarities,” 
complete two cents and three cent silvers, early half dimes, Capped Bust and Liberty Seated half dimes, the list goes on and on — an amazing and 
bewildering array of coins, many of them in the finest grades known. And yet, of all those incredible Registry Sets, the Lincoln Cents, Off-Metal 
Strikes (1943-44) is currently the only one with the PCGS Hall of Fame recognition, and it is undoubtedly among the most admired and most 
commented-on of all his sets. 

The Present Example, AU58 PCGS Secure-CAC, Ex: Simpson 

Far more important than any technical description of this coin is its high Condition Census ranking as the second-finest 1943-S bronze cent that 
we can confirm through recent trades. As noted, this will remain the finest available 1943-S bronze cent unless and until Bob Simpson decides to 
dispose of his Registry Set of Mint State 1943-PDS bronze cents, or until the extremely unlikely appearance of another example that trumps both. 

The surfaces are a light medium-tan, boasting excellent luster remaining throughout both sides despite a touch of circulation wear and some 
scattered detritus in the device crevices that actually serves to confirm this AU58 piece’s original, uncleaned status. A diagonal (northwest to 
southeast) scrape through Lincoln’s eye ends in the right obverse field. Obvious die polishing lines run north-northeast through the right obverse 
field. Bits of dark material appear in the upper loops of the 9 and 3, in the lower loop of the S mintmark, and at the upper obverse rim above the 
motto. 

Roster of 1943-S Bronze Cents 

We can confirm only six examples of the 1943-S bronze cents certified by the two major grading and authentication services. Perhaps as many as a dozen to 15 
examples survive of the 1943 Philadelphia bronze cents, while the 1943-D bronze cent, M S64 Brown PCGS, in the Simpson Collection (for which he paid 
$1.7 million in 2010) remains unique, despite decades of searching on the part of thousands of collectors. The roster is based on publicized trades and public 
auctions; private trades may represent other examples that are unlisted here. 

1. MS62 Brown PCGS Secure. “Found in the year of issue in a Mint-sewn bag of 1943-S steel cents” by Merl D. Burcham, per its early appearances 
with Superior Galleries (the Superior lot description from February 1974 is reprinted in Dr. Sol Taylor’s Standard Guide to the Lincoln Cent, fourth 
edition [1999], page 138); later to error coin dealer Frank Spadone; part of a $15,000 trade of “regular and pattern silver coins valued at that time 
[1965] between Spadone and Walter Farris of Bristol, Tennessee, per the Superior ads (and covered in a Coin World story on page 41, January 20, 
1965); authenticated at some point by Walter Breen (before 1965, by which time Farris had obtained the certification); Dr. Charles L. Ruby 
Collection, Part I (Superior, 2/1974), lot 1991; Superior (6/1977), realized $49,500; Dr. Jon Kardatzke Collection (Goldberg Auctions, 2/2000), lot 
257, as MS61 Brown NGC, brought $115,000; Legend Numismatics to Bob Simpson as MS62 Brown PCGS for $1 million (9/2012); Simpson 
Collection. “A tiny fleck of zinc is ... lodged in the bronze, just above the 3 in the date,” according to the Goldbergs description. Some muted mint 
red remains. PCGS certification #25510131. 

2. AU58 PCGS. Ex: Simpson Collection, where it resided apparently from some time before September 2012 (likely as early as late 2010) until the 
present. Earlier provenance uncertain. This piece became the Bob Simpson “duplicate” when he purchased a 1943-S bronze cent in MS62 Brown 
PCGS Secure for $1 million in September 2012, a transaction arranged by Legend Numismatics. The present example. PCGS certification 
#18523980. 

3. AU55 PCGS Secure. Purchased from an unspecified auction “sometime during the 1980s” and newly certified at PCGS in autumn 2015. 
Previously authenticated by ANACS. The Sorensen Collection / FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2016), lot 5267, brought $211,500. No further 
provenance available. PCGS certification #25653505. 

4. AU53 NGC. Ex: Kenneth S. Wing Jr. Collection. A few light flecks on the reverse help with pedigree identification, including one on the right 
wheat ear, one at the left bottom of T in CENT, and one right at the midpoint of M in UNUM. Other scattered, tiny flecks appear in the central 
reverse. A near-vertical tick on Lincoln’s cheekbone is the most apparent obverse mark. “Discovered within a year of its issue, this attractive 
specimen remained in the same family for more than 60 years,” according to its NGC Photo Proof certification and extensive documentation 
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provided by its current owner. Found in circulation in 1944 by 14'year-old collector Kenneth S. Wing, Jr. in Long Beach, California; Kenneth S. 
Wing family; sold to Rare Coin Wholesalers for $72,500 (7/2008); purchased from Park Avenue Numismatics for $173,000 (8/2008); Kerry Rudin. 
NGC certification #3184796-001; formerly in a slab with NGC certification #3210930-001 (now listed as AU53/Deleted by NGC) but reholdered 
due to scuffs on the slab. Photographed on NGC Coin Explorer. 

5. XF45 PCGS. From a photo in the PCGS Condition Census on CoinFacts. A small tick at Lincoln’s temple, and a hairline-thin scrape from the 
obverse field left of T(RUST) to a hair curl above Lincoln’s head down to the ear, are the most obvious pedigree markers. Other small ticks show in 
the obverse field between the bowtie and goatee, and at the rear shoulder directly down from (LIBERT)Y. Copper spot at rear of head, below 
G(OD). PCGS certification #11456467. 

6. VF35 PCGS. Dr. Carl A. Minning, Jr. Collection (Bowers and Merena, 8/1999), lot 1122, brought $51,750; Phillip Flannagan et al. Sale 
(Bowers and Merena, 11/2001), lot 6076, realized $62,100; Alfred V. Melson Collection, Part Two / Long Beach Signature (Heritage, 2/2010), lot 
178, garnered $207,000; Geyer Family Collection / New York Signature (Heritage, 11/2013), lot 3510, brought $141,000. An abrasion runs 
horizontally beneath the bases of US in TRUST. Described by the 1999 Bowers and Merena cataloger as “King of the Small Cents / Nationwide 
Publicity Item!” PCGS certification #3457896.

While the Philadelphia 
Mint struck 2,225,000 half dimes in 1838, all were of the new With 
Stars design including both Large Stars and Small Stars varieties. 

This is an all-brilliant example with extraordinary mint luster. 
The 1838 New Orleans half dimes are often associated with satiny 
or lackluster surfaces and low eye appeal, yet the present coin 
displays exceptional bright, frosted luster. It is from the Valentine-1 
variety, easily attributed by the die crack through the bottom of the 
mintmark and by the first 8 in the date obviously recut north. 

Three die cracks appear on the obverse. One travels from the 
edge of the coin to Liberty’s right shoulder, one from the edge 
toward Liberty’s nose, and a small one from the edge to the top 
of Liberty’s head.

The 
coins were struck several years prior to Mint Director Snowden’s 
push to popularize proof coinage and make them more widely 
available to collectors. In 1852, proofs were still produced on an 
“as-needed” basis, whenever requested by a collector. 

Dense, obviously original sea-green and copper-red toning 
dominates both sides, but iridescent accents of gold and purple- 
rose are also noteworthy. The design details are razor-sharp, and 
bright reflectivity becomes evident beneath the deep patina when 
the piece is rotated under a lamp. A few wispy die striations occur 
on the obverse and reverse alike (creating the brightness in the 
fields), but the pleasing surfaces are free from bothersome contact 
marks.

If 
not a special strike, the coin is undoubtedly produced from fresh 
dies with extra care. The portrait of Liberty and the Small Eagle 
are fully detailed even on the extreme central high points. In fact, 
this coin has one of the sharpest renditions of the Small Eagle and 
its supporting legs, talons, clouds, and surrounding wreath we have 
seen. The peripheries are not as boldly rendered. Struck on an 
overweight planchet, light adjustment marks are visible with a glass 
on the reverse margin at AMERICA. Slight peripheral weakness is 
seen here, as well as on the opposing obverse border where minor 
misalignment of the dies results in slight weakness at the dentils 
and on stars 9 through 13. 

Other memorable JR-4 dimes include the former Garrett 
coin, sold by Bowers and Ruddy Galleries in 1980 — a toned 
coin, also of Gem quality.

In the decades 
prior to the advent of third party certification, unworn early dimes 
with field reflectivity were frequently cataloged as proof, when they 
were instead well-made Uncirculated examples. True proof 1828 
dimes are extremely rare. The Dime Book (1984) states “at least five 
proofs reported.”

In 1840, the Mint transitioned from the No Drapery Seated 
Liberty obverse to the With Drapery rendition. Dime coinage at 
Philadelphia was split between the two types, but With Drapery 
dies did not arrive in New Orleans in time to make the transition 
in 1840. All 1.175 million O-mint dimes struck show the original 
No Drapery figure. Nonetheless, the 1840-0 is the rarest of the 
No Drapery, With Stars issues in Mint State. In more than two 
decades, we have offered an Uncirculated example on only 10 
different occasions and mostly in MS62 or lower grades.

Dime production at the Philadelphia Mint plummeted from 1.3 
million pieces in 1843 to a mere 72,500 coins in 1844. There 
were few active coin collectors at this early date, so almost the 
entire mintage was released into circulation and probably no 
specimens were saved for numismatic purposes. Most examples in 
collector’s hands are worn pieces that typically grade no finer than 
VF. The certified population of this issue dwindles rapidly above 
that level of preservation, with Mint State examples numbering 
just 18 coins at both NGC and PCGS combined (12/15). Thanks 
to the efforts of Frank C. Ross, a writer from Kansas City, the 
1844 Seated Fiberty dime was dubbed the “Fittle Orphan Annie” 
dime in the 1930s, a nickname that led to widespread popularity 
among Seated dime specialists. Recent auction sales include the 
spectacular MS65 PCGS example in lot 1609 of the Baltimore 
Signature (Heritage, 7/2008), which realized $51,750. 

The present Premium Gem is the singleTinest certified 
example of this popular and conditionally challenging P-mint issue 
(12/15). Both sides are silver-gray in appearance, the obverse being 
semiprooflike in finish, the reverse displaying a warmly frosted 
texture. There are some striations (as struck) in the obverse field, 
neither side reveals any sizeable distractions.

Drapery Seated Liberty half dollar is a celebrated 19th century 
rarity and a one-year design type that will appeal to series specialists 
and advanced type collectors alike. Walter Breen recognized three 
specimens in his 1977 Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial 
Proof Coins, but his list contained an example in the Norweb 
Collection, and that famous gathering did not have a representative 
of this issue when it was sold in the late 1980s. PCGS population 
data list only two examples and estimate a survival of two to 
four pieces in all grades, while NGC has certified six specimens, 
including an unknown number of resubmissions and crossovers 
(12/15). Randy Wiley and Bill Bugert estimated “less than six” 
different coins were extant in 1993, a figure that closely agrees with 
our roster, which identifies six individual pieces today. One of the 
coins known to us has been impounded in the collection of the 
Bibliotheque Nationale in Paris since 1858. 

Prominent coin dealers S.H. and H. Chapman described an 
example of the 1839 No Drapery half dollar in lot 539 of the 
Richard B. Winsor Collection (Chapman, 12/1895): 

“1839 Liberty clad in a chiton, seated on a rock, her right 
hand supporting a U.S. shield, her left a staff of liberty, 13 
stars; ex’g date. R. as 1836 but with HALF DOL instead of 
50 CENTS. Edge milled. Type 1839-1865. Brilliant proof, 
very slightly hairmarked. Sharp impression. No drapery 
from elbow. Excessively rare. See plate.” 

The lot brought $16.50, the same amount as an 1842 Small Date 
proof half dollar in lot 545, and much more than any other Seated 
Liberty half in the sale. More recent appearances include the PR65 
NGC (now PR64+ PCGS) specimen in lot 2481 of the Central 
States Signature (Heritage, 4/2009), which realized $241,500. 

The present coin has no traceable auction history before it 
appeared in a Stacks sale in 1996. It may be the specimen included 
in a proof set from a European holding discovered by Marc Emory 
in 1981. It is an impressive PR62 specimen, with sharply detailed 
design elements and reflective fields that show attractive highlights 
of champagne-gold toning. A few minor hairlines are evident, 
accounting for the grade, and a small clip on the reverse rim at 10 
o’clock (as struck) serves as a useful pedigree marker. The reverse 
shows the usual die crack through MERICA and HAL DOL that is 
seen on all examples of this issue.

Randy Wiley and Bill Bugert write in the 
Complete Guide to Liberty Seated Half Dollars that “Less than 6 [are] 
known,” although this figure is low per modern research. In his 
Complete Encyclopedia, Walter Breen estimated that fewer than 
20 proofs survive. We know of at least eight distinct coins and 
estimate that the total number known is likely in the 10 to 12-coin 
range, which reveals the certified population data to be highly 
inflated. Whatever the exact tally, the 1854 proof half dollar is an 
undisputed major rarity, and the present piece is definitively tied 
with two others as second-finest certified (12/15).

The other, an NGC MS68 ★ example previously from the Dr. 
Thaine B. Price Collection, appeared in our 2005 FUN Signature 
as lot 4199 and realized $103,500. PCGS lists an additional MS68 
example, not known to have been publicly offered. 

This piece has been cataloged sans pedigree in the past, but 
close study of plates confirms without a doubt that it is the high- 
grade prooflike Eliasberg specimen. The cataloger of the Eliasberg 
Collection called this remarkable coin “a superb prooflike gem, no 
doubt made for special purposes or perhaps as a presentation coin. 
Delicate splashes of heather and gold toning over satiny motifs 
and mirrored fields, the latter being mirrored in all areas including 
among the letter spaces.” The description further commented: 

“It is not difficult to envision a scenario in which on the 
first day of striking this new design at the New Orleans 
Mint some special pieces were made for presentation. The 
importance is incredible, and the beauty is memorable - and 
the opportunity is likewise. Certainly this will be one of the 
highlights in the Barber half dollar collection of its next 
owner, just as it is in the Eliasberg Collection.” 

NGC has certified a single 1892-0 half dollar as MS62 Deep 
Mirror Prooflike. It would be interesting to compare that coin, 
wherever it might be, with the Eliasberg specimen to determine if 
they are from the same die pair and die state. Half dollars had not 
been struck at New Orleans since 1861, before the travails of the 
Civil War. Certainly, the resumption of half dollar production with 
the new Barber design would have been worthy of a ceremony at the 
facility. In either case, no one can argue the eye appeal and sheer 
quality of this coin as one of the finest 1892-0 halves known.

Dr. Duckor acquired this example in August 1995, prior to the 
appearance of several major collections. The Hugon Collection 
coin was MS66 PCGS, earlier coming from the San Francisco Mint 
through the Clapp and Eliasberg collections. The Friend Collection 
also had an MS66 PCGS example. The Gem Uncirculated Price 
coin came from the Emery-Nichols Collection, and earlier from 
the Chapman brothers in 1903.

Flowing Hair dollars seldom appear 
with the vibrancy and singular verve of this lustrous Two Leaves 
example. Although not listed in the Bowers summary of Notable 
Specimens, the coin is comparable by grade to all but four of the 
other historic pieces that populate the roster. 

Perhaps more importantly — in terms of eye appeal — it ranks 
among the most memorable Flowing Hair dollars of any 1795 
variety we have presented at auction. 

Well-preserved in a private collection for decades, the coin 
radiates Mint-fresh luster beneath an iridescent medley of color. 
Lilac, azure-blue, and rich-gold hues predominate, with subtle 
nuances from rainbow tones that cling to the protected areas 
around the raised devices. Cartwheel mint luster shines brightly 
when the coin is viewed, even in limited light. 

The B-2, BB-20 variety is thought to have been struck in 1795, 
rather than later when other Flowing Hair die pairs may have been 
produced as late as 1798. The mintage circulated widely, resulting 
in many worn coins and relatively few Mint State survivors. Six 
prominent curls characterize the obverse, with the lowest curl 
pierced by star 1 with its end disconnected and floating to the right 
of the intervening star point. The left hand stars are less robust than 
those on the right, suggesting the dies were lapped early-on in the 
mintage. To date, no perfect die examples have been confirmed. 

A diagnostic die scratch near the innermost point of star 4 is 
boldly evident on this coin, reminiscent of the famous “bar” seen 
on the B-5, BB-27 die pair, but it is located in an entirely different 
location and orientation on the BB-20. It is the first use of the 
reverse die, also employed on the more readily available BB-21 
variety and also on the BB-24 die pair. 

The fields are smooth and hard, with a reflective sheen across both 
sides. Microscopic die polish lines and a few tiny marks are hidden 
by the toning, but there are no adjustment marks or heavy abrasions 
of any kind. Each of the stars is sharply struck as are most of Liberty’s 
hair strands, although the highest point at Liberty’s temple as well 
as the top of the eagle’s breast show minor incompleteness.

1838 Gobrecht Dollar, PR65 
Judd-84, Early Restrike 
Exceptionally Rare in Die Alignment IV 
Ex: Norweb 
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3270 1838 Name Omitted, Judd-84 Restrike, Pollock-93, R.5, PR65 NGC. Ex: Norweb. 413.2 grains. Silver. Die Alignment IV (center of Liberty’s 
head opposite the F in OF). There are four principal die alignment configurations for Gobrecht dollars. This particular coin exhibits a Die 
Alignment IV orientation, the head of Liberty opposite the F in OF (i.e., medal turn with the eagle flying level). This is a rare situation for an 1838 
dollar. Most 1838 dollars exist in Die Alignment III. Gobrecht dollars dated 1838 are found in three different categories: 

1. Original 1838 dollars (Judd-84) appear in Die Alignments III and IV and were struck with a reverse very faintly cracked through 

ITE and MERI. The die cracked in hardening or immediately upon striking the first pieces. The exact mintage of these coins is unknown, but 
undoubtedly small. Based on letters from Assistant Assayer William E. DuBois to noted collector Matthew Stickney, in 1843 to 1854, offering three 
pieces for trade (DuBois keeping a fourth), Dannreuther and Sholley estimate that there were no more than six or seven pieces struck. One of the 
pieces traded to Stickney apparently came from the Mint Cabinet, while the other two came from DuBois’ father-in-law, Adam Eckfeldt. The 
Original 1838 dollar in the Smithsonian Collection is in Die Alignment IV and the only other piece known is the ANS / Korein coin. The ANS / 
Eliasberg coin is an Original in Die Alignment III. 

2. Very early Restrike 1838 dollars struck in Die Alignment IV with microscopic reverse die cracks through MERI and moderate die rust 
present on Liberty and to the right of Liberty’s elbow. The reverse additionally shows rust on the eagle (especially the head and beak) and on 
all letters. Mintage of these coins is unknown. In fact, the current piece is currently the only known Restrike in Die Alignment IV. Mint records 
establish that Director James Ross Snowden struck and traded these pieces in 1859 to 1860 in exchange for Washingtonia for the Mint Cabinet 
collection. 

3. The second category of restrike 1838 dollars are found in Die Alignment III and have reverse die cracks similar to the Type II coins. 

However, these pieces were probably struck on several occasions starting in the late 1850s and continuing into the late 1860s and possibly into the 
1870s; a time period when the Die Alignment III Judd-60s and other Gobrecht patterns were made, including examples in copper. In any case, the 
1838 dollars in Die Alignment III are scarce with fewer than 40 pieces known today. 

Unlike the circulation issues of 1836 (Judd-60) and 1839 (Judd-104), no 1838 dollars were intentionally made for public distribution. 
Therefore, unlike the 1836 and 1839 dollars, the 1838 issue is considered a true pattern. The main purpose of the 1838 dollars was to 
test perhaps three new design features: (1) a reeded edge, (2) the removal of the 26 stars from the reverse of the 1836 dollar, and (3) the 
placing of 13 new stars around the obverses. It is clear that the dies for the 1838 dollar were made in 1838; however, it is uncertain how 
many (if any) 1838 dollars were actually struck in 1838. Only three Original specimens are known (mentioned above). 

Virtually all 1838 dollars observed in private or other museum collections appear to be Restrikes made in the late 1850s under the authority 
of Director James Ross Snowden, or in the mid-to-late 1860s by Director H.R. Linderman. Like the present specimen, the Restrikes were made to 
satisfy collector demand for these beautiful and popular coins. The later-year Restrikes are generally found in Die Alignment III orientation (i.e., 
head of Liberty opposite the N of ONE) — one is known overstruck on an 1859 Seated dollar — however, a few Restrikes were also made in Die 
Alignment IV (like the present example). Although the exact mintage of 1838 dollars is unknown, recent estimates suggest that few coins were 
ultimately made. 

At the recent FUN Show, John Dannreuther examined this dollar. These are his notes: 

“Obverse has rusty area below elbow and out into right field. Liberty grainy with numerous small rust lumps. 

“Reverse has larger area of lumps between tops of TA of STATES caused by additional clashing during striking of the 300 1839s in 
December of that year. Letters grainy from rusting with rust pits on upright and upper curve [of the] D [in] UNITED, particularly noticeable 
on sharp strikes. Strong polish lines through UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. “Die line” (actually a crack) from second dentil over T to 
left upper serif of E in UNITED. This reverse state is approximately the same as the latest state of 1839 Originals, now rusted. Both obverse 
and reverse show polishing lines, with the reverse being heavier.” 

Following up on JD’s remarks, Craig Sholley observed that the area of die rust to the right of Liberty’s elbow is consistent with early state 
Die Alignment III 1838 Restrike dollars. According to Craig, “While a bit surprising, it does make sense.” Some 1836 Name on Base (Judd-60) 
Originals, 1839 Originals (Judd-104) and the earliest 1836 Name Below Base (Judd-58) dollars were also struck in DA IV. The deduction we can 
make then is Mint Directors James Ross Snowden followed suit and Henry Linderman began the restriking of Gobrecht dollars in Die Alignment 
IV, which we may call the original alignment for Restrikes. At some point the switch was made to Die Alignment III (the most likely suspect for this 
change in alignment is William Idler, who claimed he could tell the Restrikes he had made “at a glance.”) 

An additional feature for study for the advanced Gobrecht specialist is the line above the T in UNITED. Opinions still vary whether this is a die 
line or die crack. It is straight, but it a bit rough (like a die crack). Since die lines do crack sometimes, as seen on two cent piece reverses, both might 
be correct. 

This is a splendid Gem proof example of the rare 1838 Gobrecht dollar. The deeply reflective fields show several layers of deep, multicolored 
toning. The devices are fully struck throughout, and there are no noticeable contact marks on either side. Overall this coin represents a pleasing 
example of a very rare Gobrecht dollar that should fit nicely in any high-grade collection of early silver dollars.

1857 Seated Liberty Dollar, Resplendent MS66 
Renowned Business Strike Rarity 
Ex: Akers, Gardner 



3271 1857 MS66 NGC. A coin of this quality and well-deserved 
reputation seldom appears, and when it does its superior eye appeal 
and sheer charisma transcends the population reports and grading 
points. The date — while more available than many of the 1850s 
rarities in the Seated Liberty series — remains elusive in near-Gem, 
very rare in Gem, and virtually unobtainable as a Premium Gem. 

The Philadelphia Mint produced 94,490 silver dollars dated 
1857, most of which were exported to China as payment for 
imported goods such as silk and tea. Today, only a few hundred 
examples exist in all grades. The balance were allegedly melted 
(primarily in China), with perhaps some melted by the Mint in 
1861 for bullion. 

The year 1857 was a calamitous time for the financial markets. 
The Panic of 1857 was precipitated by one financial crisis after 
another, not the least of which was the September 12, 1857 sinking 
of the S.S. Central America with the loss of its large cargo of gold 
coins and bullion. Ultimately, many banks failed. On October 
13th, all but one New York City bank halted operations. Other 
banks nationwide halted specie payments that weren’t resumed 
until December of the year. It is no surprise collectors were hesitant 
or unable to put away many of the year’s silver dollars. 

Surviving 1857 examples share interesting striking 
characteristics. Virtually all have some degree of prooflike surfaces 
and many are fully prooflike. While about 50 to 100 proofs were 
struck, the count has been somewhat confused over the years 
because many prooflike business strikes were described as proofs by 
early collectors. 

Another telling characteristic of the 1857 is weakness of strike at 
Liberty’s head and the surrounding top stars. Hardly any specimens 
stand out as being well-struck with frosty surfaces. As a result, 
these coins are highly valued by business strike collectors. John 
W. Dannreuther, who wrote the chapter on Liberty Seated dollars 
in John Highfill’s US. Silver Dollar Encyclopedia, mentions an “an 
amazing non-PL 1857” as one of his two favorite Seated dollars he 
had ever personally handled (the other was a Gem 1848 dollar). 

David Bowers describes two such 1857 Seated dollars in his 
Encyclopedia. James C. Gray is quoted from a 1992 letter, “The 
specimen in my collection is frosty Uncirculated without even a 
hint of prooflike surface. It is fully struck on the head, the obverse 
stars, and the eagle’s legs and talons...” 

Bowers further states, “Another remarkable exception is a 
specimen David W. Akers owned in 1993, which exhibited sharply 
struck stars and lustrous frosty surfaces.” That, of course, is the 
outstanding silver dollar offered here, purchased out of the Akers 
sale by Gene Gardner. 

This Premium Gem is essentially brilliant-white with a whisper 
of golden-orange toning around a few stars and at the rims. The 
visual impression of the coin is frosted, highly lustrous perfection. 
Only the smallest abrasions are visible anywhere on the coin, 
pedigreed by a tiny mark beneath star 5. The vibrant luster rolls off 
the coin in billowing waves of light. 

For the record, PCGS has graded two examples in MS65 with 
none finer, and NGC reports three pieces in MS66 (at least one is a 
duplicate grading event) and none finer (12/15).

Most Seated dollars from the 1860s are elusive 
in high grades, partly a result of limited mintage figures during and 
immediately after the Civil War. Hoarding and melting took its 
toll on the population as well, and high-end survivors are widely 
sought-after. This Choice 1867 representative displays bold devices 
set against beautiful semiprooflike mirrors. A few small grazes are 
present but none are individually distracting. Traces of light amber- 
gold toning grace the peripheral regions.

Interesting Blundered Date Variety

Several die anomalies exist on the obverse of this Seated dollar, 
which was minted to the extent of just over 1.1 million pieces 
utilizing several die pairs. The current obverse die was described 
by Walter Breen and occurs in approximately one third of the 
surviving 1872 dollars, according to an estimate by Seated specialist 
Larry Briggs. Misplaced digits are visible on the rock above the date 
(a 1 and a 2) as well as a second 2 immediately beneath the rock. 
Odd die lines occur in the dentils below the date, and a pair of long, 
threadlike die scratches are visible in Liberty’s lower gown folds. 

The high-end, near-Gem surfaces of this lightly toned dollar 
are perfect for viewing the variety. The faintly gold-toned surfaces 
are lustrous and satiny, with only a tiny number of trivial marks 
anywhere on the coin. Both sides exhibit a sharp strike, while the 
smooth fields display hints of prooflikeness on the obverse. Few

elements, though the bottom of the E in LIBERTY is a tad soft, 
a not-unusual trait for this design type. Both sides reveal fewer 
marks than might be expected for a large silver dollar that has 
experienced some circulation and for the designated grade.

3275 1846 PR62 NGC. Prior to 1858, proofs were not coined with any 
regularity or with any real plan for distribution, and this dollar was 
probably struck at the request of one of the few collectors of the 
time or as a presentation piece for some contemporary VIP. 

The 1846 proof silver dollar is a true rarity. Bowers estimates 
only 30-40 were coined, with 15 or so pieces that can be traced 
today. PCGS suggests 20 to 30 proofs are known. The mirrored 
fields on this example are quite muted due to the depth of the 
gunmetal-blue, amber-gold, and gray toning. Several minor marks 
and delicate lines from handling are noted in the fields on each 
side. However, these small impairments should not deter a strong 
bid for this exceedingly rare proof. It is the sole PR62 example at 
either service.

A lintmark 
that passes through star 1 serves as a pedigree identifier. Well- 
preserved overall despite a few minor hairlines in the fields. 

Current numismatic scholarship suggests that not all proof 
1851 restrikes were made at the same time. At least one batch was 
produced by Theodore Eckfeldt and accomplices from 1858 until 
mid-1860, and another was apparently created by Mint Director 
Henry Linderman, likely from 1867 to 1868. The same centered 
date obverse die was used for all restrikes. Cameo proofs (including 
the present piece) exhibit die chips on the left (facing) wing. Those 
without cameo contrast typically lack those die chips, and instead 
the first three vertical lines on the reverse shield are attenuated 
near the juncture with the horizontal lines.

With as many as 50 to 75 pieces believed 
extant, it seems that a significant portion of the original mintage 
survives for modern-day collectors.

With a production figure exceeding 3 
million pieces, the 1877 Trade dollar must be considered a type coin, 
but its mintage nonetheless pales beside that of the 1877-S, where 
close to 10 million pieces were struck by the San Francisco Mint. 

Deep pinkish-gray and blue patina prevails throughout both 
sides of this attractively toned Philadelphia issue. As expected at 
the Premium Gem level, essentially pristine and mark-free surfaces 
exist throughout. The strike leaves little to be desired — unusual 
for the issue — save for minor softness on the wheat sheaves and 
the hair around Liberty’s ear. The reverse is also sharply defined, 
despite slight softness on the left (facing) claw.

Delectable gold-on-black contrast 
is the hallmark of this nicely preserved and rare 1858 gold dollar 
in the near-Gem proof grade, a Cameo-designated piece that 
certainly seems on the verge of a Deep Cameo designation. The 
raised devices display a rich honey-gold and wheat color that 
sets up well against the black-mirrored fields. Only a few stray 
hairlines seemingly preclude an even finer grade. There are no 
mentionable contact marks on the Indian princess’s cheek. Typical 
of proofs, the interiors of the letters DO in DOLLAR are filled in 
and frosted, while those of the AR and the 858 are mirrored. 

The number of proof 1858 gold dollars struck has not been sent 
down for posterity from a Mint that was rather mysterious about 
such matters at the time, but the number was certainly small. 
Breen’s proof reference estimated that fewer than a dozen pieces 
survive. We upped that number to 15 to 18 pieces in the cataloging 
of the ex: “Col.” Green-Eric Newman example in November 2014, 
where lot 3191 was a PR66+ Cameo NGC-CAC coin that brought 
$32,900. Whatever the number of survivors, it can be shown rather 
easily that numerous duplications exist in the certified populations. 
An example in the same grade as this piece (but a different coin), 
PR64 Cameo PCGS, was lot 6841 in our FUN Signature (Heritage, 
1/2013), which realized $22,325.

3369 1876 PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS. According to Mint records 
only 45 proof three dollar gold pieces were struck in 1876 and 
no business-strike coins were produced. The first delivery of 20 
specimens took place on February 19 and a second emission of 25 
examples was accomplished on June 13. Since only twenty gold 
proof sets were struck in the surrounding years of 1874, 1875, 1877, 
and 1878, the February delivery probably represents the standard, 
more or less automatic, proof production the Mint planned on 
every year, while the later delivery was in response to a perceived 
increased demand, possibly the result of the country’s centennial 
celebrations that year. 

Once the proof-only status of the three dollar coin became 
widely known, it became the focus of intense collector demand 
and it seems likely that a number of restrikes were made, based on 
frequency of auction appearances and population data from the 
grading services today. However, Q. David Bowers notes that the 
“restrikes” might have been struck in 1876, the same year as the 
official issue, making their status hard to define. NGC and PCGS 
have combined to certify 74 examples in all grades, but PCGS 
CoinFacts estimates only 35-40 specimens are actually extant, with 
the discrepancy due to resubmissions and crossovers (1/16). 

The coin offered here exhibits well-detailed design elements, 
with some slight evidence of die rust in Liberty’s hair, which 
Walter Breen believed was characteristic of the coins from the 
June delivery. The deeply reflective fields set off the frosty devices 
nicely, creating a dramatic cameo effect. The greenish-gold surfaces 
show just a few minor hair lines and minimal signs of contact. Eye 
appeal is outstanding. A Lucent Technologies Corrosion Intercept 
Shield holder accompanies the coin, to protect the PCGS slab.

The present Borderline 
Uncirculated example will be a refreshing reward for the patient 
specialist. Subtle olive-gold deepening of the luster occurs over the 
fields and high points of the design, denoting trivial friction, while 
the recesses display original, satiny luster in brighter straw-gold 
hues. There is little softening of the finer details, and the surfaces 
are free of severe abrasions.

Mint State grading 
events for the quarter eagle exceed those of the half eagle by more 
than 10 to 1. Some of the difference is a function of value and 
multiple submissions, but clearly the half eagle is by far the scarcer 
coin when Uncirculated. 

This CAC-endorsed MS62 example is sharp and lustrous, with 
desirable orange-gold coloration and a strong strike. A few light 
marks are scattered about the high fields, but they require a glass 
to view.

3397 1909 PR67+ PCGS. CAC. In 1908, when Pratt’s Indian Head 
designs debuted on the half eagle, the Mint once again began 
to explore new finishes for its proof coinage. Experimental tests 
with a sandblast or “matte” finish on proof 1907 eagle trial strikes 
proved promising, and in 1908, it was this finish that debuted 
on the half eagle. The coins were struck with fresh, unpolished 
dies and planchets, and were then lightly sandblasted to produce 
the desired surface texture. The result was a coin with rather dull 
luster and extremely delicate surfaces, and these proved to be 
unpopular with the majority of collectors. The following year, 
then, the Mint introduced yet another experimental proof finish. 
This time the master hubs were lightly buffed prior to annealing 
and the proofs were then struck with fresh, unpolished dies made 
from these hubs. The result was a coin with a distinctly satiny 
surface texture (called Roman Gold by Walter Breen, although 
that nomenclature has no basis in fact); these proofs were more 
popular than the dull, sandblast proofs, but their similarity to 
regular business strikes ultimately led to their discontinuance in 
1911, when the dull matte finish was once again employed. 

Today, the bright, satiny proofs of 1909 are highly sought-after 
rarities. Mike Fuljenz, writing in Indian Gold Coins of the 20th 
Century , states: 

“Only 78 Proofs were produced and it is unlikely that more 
than thirty or so exist. Most of these pieces are in the PR64 
to PR65 range. Examples that grade PR66 and higher are 
extremely rare.” 

NGC and PCGS combined have certified 12 examples in PR67, 
and just three finer, though it is likely these numbers include some 
resubmissions. This coin is the single-finest specimen at PCGS, by 
virtue of its Plus designation (1/16). This piece is truly a marvel 
to see; the design elements are struck to full definition and the 
surfaces are seemingly free of any type of disturbance.

Carson City eagle collectors 
could hardly expect to find a more original mid-grade example, with natural, apricot- 
gold color and minor abrasions muted by 30 points of wear. Well-struck for the issue, 
with all of the motifs reasonably strong despite the moderate circulation. Doug Winter 
estimates just 65 - 75 survivors in all grades.

The overall rarity of the 1876 ten 
dollar rivals that of almost all other dates in the Liberty eagle 
series, with only the 1873 and the prohibitively rare 1875 being 
decisively rarer. The 1876 eagle also had a mintage of only 687 
pieces, the second-lowest production total of the series, behind 
only the 1875 at a paltry 100 coins. Survivors are rare in all grades, 
with only 40 to 50 pieces believed extant. The sole finest known 
is an NGC MS61 Prooflike coin; PCGS has also certified a Mint 
State example — an MS60 coin — though it is unknown if this is 
perhaps the same as the NGC example. Seven AU58 coins are tied 
for the next finest known of the date (2 at PCGS and 5 at NGC), 
though even this figure possibly includes one or more resubmissions 
(12/15). The combined certified population total of 54 coins in all 
grades is notably higher than the number of pieces actually believed 
to exist. The Smithsonian Institution lacks an example of this issue 
in business strike format. 

All known representatives of this date are moderately abraded, 
as virtually the entire mintage was released into circulation. 
Prooflike fields, or rather the remnants thereof, are the norm, 
as can be expected for an issue with such a low mintage. The 
present coin is a noticeably reflective example, with warm honey- 
gold patina and sharply defined motifs. Light, uniformly dispersed 
abrasions are observed on each side, slightly subduing the mirroring 
in the exposed portions of the fields, but actual wear is almost 
indiscernible, even with a loupe. Overall, this is an immensely 
appealing, original example of this With Motto Philadelphia rarity.

A few wispy 
hairlines in the left obverse field prevent a higher grade. The most 
obvious “flaws” we see for tracking the pedigree of this rare proof 
are both on the reverse: a planchet flake is out of the field above 
the junction of the eagle’s neck and right (facing) wing and there 
is a line (either a hairline or graver’s slip, we aren’t certain) that 
extends from the field left of the eagle’s neck to the right.

The present coin is magnificent: one of only four MS68 coins 
certified (all NGC). A single MS67+ example is the finest at 
PCGS (12/15). Pinpoint sharpness appears on all design elements. 
The lower headdress feathers — in an area that is often seen with 
incomplete detail — are fully brought up. The surfaces are light 
orange-gold with highlights of green and red. Vibrant mint luster 
adds to the outstanding eye appeal. 

It is rare that any Superb Gem 1911 eagle is offered at auction, 
but such appearances of one the of the few finest-known MS68 coins 
is excessively rare. This is only the third public auction appearance 
that we know of for an MS68 1911.

3459 1931 MS64 PCGS Secure. The final issues in the Saint-Gaudens 
double eagle series are representative of a time when the United 
States was in the throes of the Great Depression, wrestling with a 
deflationary spiral, high unemployment rates, and correspondingly 
low demand for large denomination coins like the double eagle. The 
low demand for coinage is not necessarily reflected in the mintages 
of the twenty dollar issues with which the series concludes, but 
rather in the number of pieces distributed. The 1929, 1931, and 
1932 Philadelphia issues all boast high mintages in excess of one 
million coins (2.9 million pieces in 1931). Yet, along with the 
1930-S and 193 UD, they represent some of the most challenging 
and elusive dates in the set. 

An essential component to understanding why the 1931 and its 
later-date counterparts prove so elusive is the number of pieces “put 
out” by the Treasury at the time. (The term “put out” is an unusual 
one in numismatics, and is generally thought to mean the number of 
coins sent by the mint of origin to the Treasury in Washington. An 
imprecise term for certain.) Despite the vast quantities produced, 
the coins were merely stored in vaults as reserves for United States 
currency, which was on the Gold Standard at the time. In fact, 
few double eagles were actually paid out. When Roosevelt issued 
the Gold Recall in April 1933, all but a small handful of late-date 
twenties avoided conversion into gold bars and ingots. In 1947, Dr. 
Charles W. Green, whose double eagle collection drew significant 
attention when it was sold at auction by B. Max Mehl in 1949, 
went to the office of the Director of the Mint to look into exactly 
how many coins were paid out by the Treasury Department. He 
found that 45 examples of the 1931 had been released through 
official channels. By contrast, Green reported that 110 1932 double 
eagles had been “put out.,” while 25,170 1929-dated coins left the 
Treasury. Examination of the Vault Record for the Philadelphia 
Mint, however, reveals that the maximum number of pieces 
available for sale to collectors was 308. Today, there are between 
100 and 150 examples available to supply collector demand. 

Since few coins, if any, were exported overseas, the 1931 is often 
found in high grades — typically in MS64 and MS65 condition. 
Sharp strikes and vibrant luster are also characteristic of the issue, 
as seen on this example. A few small abrasions are scattered over 
each side, but none are of singular importance. The basic yellow- 
gold color shows just the slightest tinge of reddish patina over both 
obverse and reverse.

The 
coins were marketed by the Arkansas Centennial Commission at 
$1 per coin, but some coin dealers, notably B. Max Mehl, bought 
up a large percentage of the 1935 branch mint mintage, creating an 
artificial shortage and driving the price up to unreasonable levels 
on the secondary market. The Arkansas Centennial Commission 
followed suit by raising the price of an individual coin to $1.50 
in February of 1936, and prices continued to rise throughout the 
production run. The extended production program, with so many 
different branch mint issues, was a thinly veiled attempt to exploit 
collector demand, as a full set of Arkansas half dollars would 
comprise not less than 15 coins. This, and the erratic method of 
distribution, caused much controversy at the time.

The 
strike details are pinpoint-sharp throughout. A lovely, problem-free proof half cent. This is the finest proof 1856 certified at PCGS, regardless of 
color designation (1/16). 

Large Cent Slanted 5 PR66 Red and Brown Secure. CAC. N-5, Low R.5. While as many as 60 proofs exist of this late-date Braided Hair cent, 
relatively few are known in high grades and with significant portions of original red luster remaining. This piece ranks within the top 10 examples 
known. More red remains than brown, with only slight mellowing seen on the reverse and almost none evident on the obverse. Fully struck with 
deeply reflective fields and problem-free surfaces. Population: 3 Slanted 5 proofs in Red and Brown, none finer (1/16). 

Flying Eagle Cent PR64+ Secure. CAC. Snow-9. By far the most frequently encountered 1856 FEC variety, the Snow-9 coins are also among the 
most attractive. The original surfaces show the presence of 160 years of age with slight reddish-brown patina that partially subdues the mirrored 
reflectivity in the fields (more so on the obverse, however). The strike is crisp on each side and the only observable (barely) contact marks are two 
tiny ones seen in the field below the eagle. 

Three Cent Silver PR66 Secure. CAC. With no official records kept for proofs from the pre-1858 era, it is difficult to know how many pieces were 
actually minted. But the best estimate of survivors seems to be in the range of 30-40 pieces. This is unquestionably among the finest known. The 
fields are deeply mirrored with streaks of light reddish-russet patina in the center of each side and the margins surrounded by bright blue toning. 
PCGS has only certified one other piece at this level with none finer (1/16). 

Half Dime PR66 Cameo Secure. Gold CAC. Like the three cent silver, probably 30-40 proofs remain from whatever the original mintage may 
have been. Also, like the three cent silver above, this example is among the finest known. This is the finest Cameo of this date, and there are 
two PCGS-certified non-Cameo proofs. Such brightness is seen on this proof that at first glance it appears brilliant. But there are numerous light 
reddish-russet streaks of color seen across each side. The devices are heavily frosted, as expected, and they display stark contrast against the deep 
mirroring in the fields. 

Dime, Small Date, PR66 Cameo Secure. CAC. Fortin-101, High R.6. Doubled Obverse Die, Medium Level Date. This reverse die was used again 
in 1857, as seen by the die line through the R in AMERICA on both dates. PCGS has estimated that as many as 30-40 proofs may exist of the 1856 
dime. The fields on this piece are exceptionally deep and reflective, making cameo contrast even more evident against the frosted devices. The 
centers are nearly brilliant, but the margins display rich reddish patina around each side. This is the finest of only three Cameo 1856 dimes certified 
by PCGS (1/16). 

Quarter PR67 Cameo Secure. CAC. Upright 5. Briggs 10-H. There may have been as many as 100 proof quarters struck in 1856. A surprisingly 
high percentage of proofs have survived with an estimated 75+ pieces believed known today. This is a radiant Cameo example with extraordinarily 
deep, mirrored fields and sharply contrasting frosted devices. The interior of each side is brilliant and surrounded by blue-golden color around 
the margins. A number of interesting die polishing marks are seen in the fields on both sides, the most interesting located above the eagle’s right 
(facing) wing. This piece is far and away the finest Cameo certified as well as non-Cameo of this date by PCGS. 

Half Dollar PR66 Cameo Secure. CAC. The 1856 proof half dollar is a remarkably rare coin. There are no reliable estimates of the number struck, 
but perhaps as many as 20-25 pieces exist today in all grades. This example is tied for finest certified at PCGS (1/16). The fields are glassy-smooth 
and moderate mint frost over the devices provides the contrast necessary for the Cameo designation. As with the Flying Eagle cent, three cent 
silver, and half dime in this set, this piece also has faint streaks of golden-rose across the interior of each side. The margins display light golden and 
blue patina. Like the other coins in this remarkable proof set, problem-free. 

Seated Dollar PR66+ Cameo Secure. Gold CAC. What a remarkable coin. Pre-1858 proof coins are seldom encountered in any grade. This is 
the largest silver coin struck, in the highest grade obtainable at PCGS, and with a gold CAC sticker. For many, that is all they need to know. But 
there is more. Of the estimated 50-75 proofs believed known of this date, this is the finest certified by PCGS. The flashy proof fields set up a “black” 
background for the obviously frosted devices. Each side is golden-toned, more speckled in the centers and more solidly colored at the margins. Of 
special interest, though, is a long, perfectly straight graver’s line that runs from the obverse rim under star 6 through the field, and into the opposite 
rim (faintly). We have never seen this previously and cannot imagine why the Coiner would trace a perfectly straight line across the obverse die. 
So, we not only have a coin of unparalleled quality at PCGS, but a proof worthy of study by an advanced numismatist.
